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AUTOMATED PRINTING 

The Government Printing Office says it has 
found a way to print certain public docu- 
ments cheaper and faster through the use of 
electronic computers and automatic type- 
setting equipment. The new method permits 
the transformation of capital and lower case 
letters from magnetic tape to punched tape, 
which is fed into a typesetting machine. 
Previously, only capital letters could be con- 
verted from magnetic to punched tape. The 
first pamphlet to be printed with the new 
system — a list of attorneys and agents re- 
gistered with the Patent Office — was pre- 
sented to Commerce Secretary Hodges (left)
